St. Petersburg, Nov. 15.—A state of 
war has b* en declared in Vladivos­ 
tok. Private dispatches say that the 
chinese quarter has been entirely de­ 
stroyed an*! thai til*- uprising is now 
under control. 
In spite of the complete embargo 
placed on all telegrams from Vladivos­ 
tok, the news of the outbreak there 
leaked out of the navy and war de­ 
partments 
and 
became 
generally 
known throughout the city 
Few de­ 
tails were available to the general pub­ 
lic ami the city was filled with the 
wildest rumors as to what was occur­ 
ring in the eastern fortress 
One re­ 
port circulated oil th*- bourse had Hie 
entire garrison and the sailors of all 
the ship® in the harbor in an emeute. 
This, to lowing on the heels of the 
mutiny at CTonstadt, contributed to 
the demoralization of the exchange. 
While the information received goes 
to show that order was partly restored, 
a large part of the garrison stood firm 
and, tho crisis has not been passed. 
Fears an* expressed in admiralty and 
g< ti* ral staff circles thai mob violence 
has Hared out again and that this will 
necessitate a further resort to armed 
force.

Federation Insists ort fbgid Enforce­ 


ment of Immigration Laws. 
Pittsburg. Nor. 15.*--A determined 
stand was taken for the enforcement 
to the letter of th© Chinese exclusion 
laws of the country; the legalizing of 
the eight-hour workday in all work of 
the government; the abolition of con­ 
vict labor where it competes with un­ 
ion manufactured goods, and the re­ 
newal of th** agitation for the altera­ 
tion of thp injunction laws of the coun­ 
try by the executive council of the 
American Federation of Labor in its 
annual report, which was submitted 
at the convention in the old city hall. 
The council voiced the sentiments 
of the organization as being opp rn* d 
to the present immigration laws as ap­ 
plied to all classes of aliens, especial 
stress being laid upon the need for 
better physical examinations and an 
investigation was asked from the gov­ 
ernment into the many reports and 
rumors of assist***! immigration 
The report took the national admin- 
istartion to task for its failure to en­ 
force the eight-hour law in all govern­ 
ment work, and a plea was made for 
every state federation organization to 
immediately institute a campaign for 
the establishment in their respective 
states of the eight-hour law.
